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A container for storing items comprised of a body defining an interior space for storing 
items, an opening through which the items can be stored in the body and removed therefrom, 
a closure that having a first open position permitting access to the first interior space and a 
second closed position closing the second interior space, and a massage element positioned 
m the container. 

TheScontainer of claim 1 wherein the massage element is located at a first container end and 
the opening is located at a second container end. 

The container of claim 2 wherein the opening is closed with a closure element that closes 
the openiim of the container. 

The container of claim 1 wherein the massage element is located at a first container end and 

is removable fi-OTi the body in order to provide access to the opening of the container.

The container of cllaim 1 wherein the massage element is mounted perpendicular to the 
longitudinal axis of the body of the container.

A container forWoring items comprised of a body defining an interior space for storing 
items, an openingVhrough which the items can be stored in the body and removed therefrom, 
a closure that having a first open position permitting access to the first interior space and a 
second closed positron closing the second interior space, and a personal digital assistant. 

The container of claimyS wherein the opening is closed with a closure element that closes 
the opening of the container.
